The infantry isthe backbone of 
the army. ‘“‘It is the infantry 
soldier who must ‘bear the great- 
est stress of battle and war is 
more dependent for success upon 
his individual action than upon 
any other factor.”’ By far the 
largest number for men in the na- 
tional army will go into the in- 
frantry branch of the service. 
In the present war the import- 
ance of infantry is even greater 
than in previous wars. 

The Value of Infantry 

It. is not enough for infantry 
to know how to defend itself. It 
must know also how to attack. 
It is not enough that it shoula 
be able to move forward 
madnes. The infantry soldier 
must, also have the intelligent 
self-reliance that will enable him 
to set as an individual; always, 
of course, within the limits of 
military Miscipline. 

The chances for initiative, in 
present-day’ warfare can best be 
illustrated by recounting the 
story of Michael O’Leary, a lance 
corporal of the Irish guards in 
. the British ‘army. On February
